‘Soviet Union, with the first sale

- no effect on the July Consumer 
Price Index. First, the food price 
statistics for the July CPI were 
gathered in early July before 
private U.S. grain exporters sold 

the Soviet Union any wheat. 

Second, it takes 3 to 12 months 

for a change in the price of grain 

to work its way through to 

‘consumer food products. 

_ *** Since last summer, a 
drop in farm pe has helped 
keep the CPI from rising more. 
Farm prices have dropped in six 

of the last 10, months 

(August-June), and in June 1975 
were lower than last August 
1974. During this 10 month 
period, the CPI for food 

increased more than 7 percent, 

as did all items less food. 

*** Wholesale grain prices 
increased from June to July this 
year, but in July were still 11 
percent below a year go.: This 
was during a period when all 


12 percent from July to July. 
Prices paid by farmers increased 
by 11 percent during this same 
period. 

*** The Economic Research 
Service of the U.S. Department

AT HAS. GRAIN SALE TO RUSSIA 
Y DONE TO FOOD PRICES IN U.S. 


far this year--versus no sale of 
grain to the Soviet Union at 
all--will add about 75 cents per 
bushel to the price of wheat and 
30 cents per bushel to the price 
of corn. The Department has 
been planning all along for some 
sales to Russia. It takes from 
three months to a year for 
changes in farm prices of wheat 
and feed grain to work their way 
through to retail food’ prices. 


Little impact on consumer food - 


prices is expected in 1975 from 
sales to the Soviet Union. The 
75-cent increase in the price of 
wheat will add about 0.6 percent 


_to the retail price of food crops. 
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ONE GALLON SIZE $2.25 
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The 30-cent increase in the price 
of corn will increase livestock 
product prices slightly. The 
over-all effect will be to increase 
retail food prices by less.than 1% 
percent, largely in 1976. 


*** Grain crops are 


international commodities with 
prices determined by 
intemational supply and demand 
factors. Thus when any nation 
buys wheat or feed grains, or 
produces them for sale, this has 
an effect on U.S. grain prices. 
Ordinarily, the United States 
exports about one-fourth of its 
feed grains and about two-thirds 
of its wheat on world markets. 
Thus any crop failures, or 
outstanding crop years, or 
unusual sales do have an effect 
on U.S. farm grain prices. If the 
Soviet Union had not. purchased 
any grain from U.S. sources this 
year, but purchased from other 
nations, this still would affect 
USS. grain prices.
